Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  Huyton-with-Roby,  for  the  year  1971,  and  am  happy  to  report  that  the 
health  of  the  district  compares  favourably  with  previous  years. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  13.9  per  1,000  population  is  lower  than 
the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  adjusted  death  rate  shows  an  increase 
compared  witn  the  previous  year  and  was  15.7  per  1,000  population. 
There  was  a marked  decrease  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  which  was 
19  per  1,000  live  births.  There  were  however,  more  stillbirths. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  were  21  accidental  deaths  8 of  which  were  due  to  road  traffic 
accidents. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  continued  at  a high  level 
and  details  of  their  work  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

Delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Services 

The  year  under  review  has  been  a very  busy  one. 

The  Home  Help  and  Chiropody  services  continued  to  expand 
particularly  amongst  the  old  and  infirm. 

There  has  been  much  activity  in  connection  with  the  welfare  of  the 
physically  handicapped  and  the  mentally  ill. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  children  are  immunised  and  vaccinated 
against  various  infectious  diseases  and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  response 
to  extensive  propaganda  is  not  better. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  accepted  the  advice  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  vaccination  and  immunisation.  In  consequence  vaccination  against 
smallpox  need  no  longer  be  recommended  as  a routine  procedure  in  early 
childhood,  but  will  be  continued  for  travellers  to  and  from  Countries 
where  smallpox  is  prevalent  and  to  any  Health  Service  Staff  who  might 
come  into  contact  with  patients.  All  doctors  were  advised  accordingly. 

Cytology  clinics  were  started  at  Derby  Road  Clinic  in  1970.  This 
provides  a screening  service  for  women  who  are  at  risk  of  cancer  of  the 
cervix.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  report  there  has  been  a good  attendance  at 
these  clinics. 

I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  work  that  has  been 
undertaken  during  the  year  by  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staff. 

I should  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  we  receive  at  all 
times  from  Dr.  C.  H.  T.  Wade,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
his  staff  at  Preston. 

In  conclusion,  I take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement,  and  to  the 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  at  all  times.

Delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Services 
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DELEGATED  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

This  service  continues,  with  the  care  of  mothers  and  children  until 
they  reach  school  age.  It  includes  the  provision  of  Child  Health  Centres, 
Ante-Natal  Clinics,  Family  Planning  Clinics  and  Dental  Care.  Special 
Care  is  given  to  premature  infants  and  unmarried  mothers  with  their 
babies.  Close  association  with  General  Practitioners,  District  Nurses, 
Midwives  and  Hospitals  is  maintained. 

In  September  the  new  clinic  at  Fathom  Road  was  opened  and  the 
Clinics  previously  held  at  Derby  Road  are  now  held  there.  Clinics  at 
Twig  Lane  and  the  Community  Centres  at  St.  John's,  Merton  Crescent, 
Mosscroft  and  Willoughby  Road  continue. 

Immunisation  of  babies  and  the  sales  of  Welfare  Foods  continue  at 
these  Centres. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  new  clinic,  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  only 
held  once  weekly  at  this  building.  Midwives  are  in  attendance  at  each 
session.  In  addition  to  Ante-Natal  care  expectant  mothers  are  offered 
protection  against  Poliomyelitis  and  are  invited  to  attend  relaxation  and 
mothercraft  classes.  Dental  treatment  is  also  provided  when  required. 

In  accordance  with  the  Sheldon  Report,  Medical  Officers  have 
continued  with  developmental  examination  of  all  babies,  and  the  constant 
supervision  of  those  with  handicaps  until  they  are  ready  to  commence 
school  when  the  appropriate  School  Medical  Officer  is  informed.  Recom- 
mendations for  Special  Schools  when  necessary  have  been  made. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  in  contact  with  children  of  all  ages,  enabling 
a continuity  of  interest  in  a child's  progress.  The  testing  to  exclude 
inborn  errors  of  metabolism  is  expanding  and  in  late  1971  further  tests 
were  introduced  in  order  to  help  Alder  Hey  Hospital  with  their  research. 

Also  carried  out  is  the  routine  screening  of  babies  for  deafness, 
referrals  to  the  assessment  unit  being  made  when  necessary.  In  addition 
to  the  services  to  children  the  visiting  of  the  aged  in  the  community  is 
still  an  important  part  of  their  duties.  During  the  year  1775  visits  to 
persons  of  65  and  over  were  made. 

The  Health  Visitor  is  also  responsible  for  Health  Education  in 
schools  in  the  form  of  lecturing,  distributing  pamphlets  and  the  showing 
of  films.  Particular  emphasis  is  given  to  the  dangers  of  smoking.  They  are 
also  constantly  alert  for  the  signs  of  drug  addiction  and  malnutrition. 

The  Establishment  for  the  Health  Visiting  Service  is  19  which 
includes  Health  Visitors  and  School/Clinic  Nurses.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  number  employed  was  11  Health  Visitors  and  5 School/Clinic 
Nurses,  some  of  whom  are  employed  on  a part-time  basis.

Family  Planning

grounds  and  social  grounds  by  either  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
local  Medical  Practitioners.

Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Mr.  L.  A.  Jones,  L.D.S.,  Area  Dental  Officer,  Divisional  Executive 
No.  16  has  kindly  given  me  the  following  report. 

As  in  previous  years  dental  treatment  was  available  at  the  Clinics 
for  both  maternity  and  child  welfare  patients,  and  school  children  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Health  Service  and 
Education  Act. 

The  case  load  per  Dental  Officer  of  7500  was  approximately  the 
same  as  that  for  the  County  as  a whole.  Once  again  there  was  mutual 
assistance  between  the  County  and  the  Delegated  District  with  regard  to 
sessions. 

The  number  of  weekly  sessions  by  Dental  Officers  at  the  Derby 
Road  Clinic  was  18,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  one  evening  session 
included.  Routine  Dental  Inspection  was  maintained  with  a total  of 
6640  inspected  compared  with  4466  in  the  previous  year,  of  these  2680 
were  found  to  require  treatment  compared  with  1967.  The  defective 
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percentage  was  40  compared  with  38  in  1970.  The  interval  between 
school  inspections  was  again  rather  longer  than  desirable  but  compared 
favourably  with  the  County  average.  Re-inspection,  however,  was  available 
after  an  interval  of  six  months  if  requested  and  good  use  was  made  of 
this  facility  during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Orthodontic  Clinic  at  Twig  Lane  provided  a 
service  for  Huyton  and  the  surrounding  County  areas  and  was  especially 
convenient  for  Huyton  children  requiring  treatment  for  dental  irregularity. 
A Specialist  Orthodontist  attended  this  clinic  for  an  average  of  3 sessions 
per  week.  In  addition  minor  orthodontic  cases  were  undertaken  by  the 
Dental  Officers  at  Derby  Road,  Huyton. 

Medical  anaesthetists  attended  an  average  of  3 sessions  per  week 
during  the  year. 

In  September  the  new  Lancashire  County  Council  Health  Centre 
was  opened  in  Lathom  Road,  Huyton.  The  new  dental  department 
consists  of  three  dental  surgeries  with  entirely  new  equipment  of  the 
latest  design  and  is  a separate  department  attached  to  the  main  centre.

Day  Nurseries 

The  three  Day  Nurseries  in  Huyton  provide  a total  of  140  places  for 
children  between  9 months  and  5 years.  They  are  open  from  7.15  a.m.  to 
6 p.m.  A standard  charge  of  70p  per  day  is  made  for  the  first  child  and 
lOp  per  day  for  each  additional  child.  These  charges  may,  however,  be 
reduced  on  consideration  of  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  applicant. 

In  all  instances  priority  of  admission  is  given  to  social  cases.  These 
are  the  children  of  unmarried  mothers,  widows,  widowers,  and  children 
whose  parents  are  separated,  divorced,  or  who  have  deserted  them. 
Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  children  in  cases  of  illness  or  confine- 
ment. All  cases  are  reviewed  by  the  Health  Visitor  before  admission. 
Suitable  handicapped  children  may  also  be  admitted.  This  has  proved 
beneficial  both  to  the  children,  who  are  thus  able  to  mix  with  others  of 
similar  age,  and  to  the  parents,  who  are  enabled  to  have  a much  needed 
rest  from  looking  after  them. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  90  social  cases  on  the  register 
compared  with  86  last  year.  This  was  63  *8  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
of  available  places.

Registered 
at  the  end  of  the  year  were  3 child  minders,  and  4 play  groups. 


Midwifery  Service 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 Midwifery  Sisters  employed  in 
Huyton,  2 of  whom  where  living  in  houses  or  flats  owned  by  the  Council. 
So  that  they  can  all  be  fully  mobile,  they  are  encouraged  to  purchase  cars 
through  the  County  Scheme. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,027  live  births  and  ^3  still-births. 
This  compares  with  1,088  live  births  and  15  still-births  last  year. 

The  confinement  took  place  at  home  in  107  cases.  The  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  Midwives  in  1971  was  8,234  compared  with  8,270 
in  1970. 

To  relieve  the  pressure  on  hospital  beds  patients  continue  to  be  dis- 
charged before  the  tenth  day  of  confinement.  The  Health  Department 
tries  to  ensure  that  such  early  discharges  are  only  made  when  the  home 
conditions  are  suitable  and  advises  the  Maternity  Hospital  accordingly. 
1 he  Midwife  visits  as  soon  as  possible  after  discharge  from  hospital.  The 
number  of  early  discharges  during  the  year  was  783. 

The  assistance  of  the  County  Supervisor  of  Midwives  and  her  Deputy 
has  been  much  appreciated.

Congenital  Abnormalities 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  supply  the  Registrar  General  with  details  of  infants  in  whom 
congenital  defects  are  observed  at  birth.  This  information  has  been 
requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  assist  him  in  research  into  the 
incidence  of  abnormalities  throughout  the  country.  In  Huyton  23  infants 
out  of  a total  of  1 ,050  live  and  still  births  were  noted  to  have  an  abnormality. 
This  is  a rate  of  21.8  per  1,000  total  births. 
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Home  Nursing  Services 

Five  District  Nursing  Sisters,  five  District  Nurses  and  two  Nursing 
Auxiliaries  were  employed  in  carrying  out  Home  Nursing  in  Huyton 
in  1971. 

Three  District  Nursing  Sisters  are  attached  to  three  groups  of  General 
Practitioners  with  whom  they  work  in  close  liaison,  carrying  out  treatment 
in  the  Surgeries  as  well  as  in  the  Home.  A large  proportion  of  the  Nurses 
time  is  devoted  to  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  diseases  associated 
with  advancing  age  and  it  will  be  appreciated  that  these  patients  may 
require  longer  periods  of  nursing  than  those  suffering  from  acute  illnesses. 
Nursing  equipment  and  Incontinence  Pads  are  supplied  without  charge 
as  and  when  required.

Convalescent  Treatment 

Convalescent  treatment  may  be  recommended  by  General  Practitioners 
or  by  hospitals.

Tuberculosis 

Health  Visitors  co-operate  with  the  staff  of  the  Chest  Clinic  in  the 
after  care  of  Tuberculosis  patients.  They  also  follow-up  contacts  and  give 
advice  on  the  principles  of  hygiene  and  prevention  of  infection. 

The  Chest  Physician  can  recommend  extra  nourishment  and  cash 
grants  to  be  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security. 

Nursing  equipment,  beds  and  bedding  are  provided  if  necessary. 
When  necessary  the  Home  Help  Service  provide  suitable  domestic  assis- 
tance, whose  own  health  is  closely  supervised. 

Forty  seven  cases  were  provided  with  eggs,  butter,  milk  and  Horlicks 

during  the  year.

Home  Help  Service 

In  many  cases  the  help  given  enables  old  people  to  maintain  their 
independence,  sick  people  to  be  discharged  earlier  from  hospital  and 
children  to  be  kept  at  home  when  fostering  would  be  the  only  alternative. 
Liaison  with  the  District  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  Voluntary  Organisa- 
tions continues. 

At  the  end  of  1971  the  number  of  Home  Helps  employed  was  135 
compared  with  129  at  the  end  of  1970.  The  total  number  of  cases  who 
received  help  during  the  year  was  724  compared  with  683  in  1970,  three 
cases  had  service  in  the  evenings. 

The  Organiser  and  her  assistant  review  cases  regularly.  The  standard 
charge  for  the  service  is  41  p an  hour  but  applicants  pay  according  to 
their  means.

Mental  Illness 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  patients  may  be 
admitted  to  a Psychiatric  Hospital,  or  indeed  to  any  other  hospital,  without 
legal  formalities  being  employed.  The  Act  also  provides  for  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  where  necessary  upon  medical  recommendation. 

The  Mental  Health  staff  work  in  close  co-operation  writh  the  psych- 
iatric hospitals  and  clinics  in  the  district. 

An  increasing  number  of  patients  are  admitted  to  hospital  on  an 
informal  basis,,  who  do  not  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  In  these  circumstances  it  is  difficult  to  present 
a comprehensive  review  of  mental  illness  in  the  community.

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

At  the  end  of  1971  there  were  117  registered  blind  persons  and  42 
partially  sighted  persons  in  the  area  and  757  home  visits  were  made  by 
the  Social  Welfare  Officer. 

The  annual  assisted  holiday  in  Blackpool  v/as  again  enjoyed  by  a 
number  of  blind  people  and  their  guides.  The  outings  to  Colwyn  Bay,, 
Llandudno  and  Pickmere  and  the  Christmas  Party  were  all  well  attended. 

The  Social  Centre  on  a Tuesday  and  the  Handicraft  class  on  a 
Thursday  were  still  proving  very  popular. 

Bus  passes,,  wireless  sets  and  talking  book  machines  were  issued 
during  the  year  to  registered  blind  people^  and  waiting  lists  for  these 
facilities  are  now  a thing  of  the  past. 

I would  like  to  thank  members  of  the  Rotary  Club  for  helping  with 
transport  and  Mrs.  Parker  and  the  Community  of  Social  Services  for  the 
help  which  was  so  readily  given.  Through  this  service  and  the  Liverpool 
Daily  Post  and  Echo,,  over  fifty  blind  people  received  a Christmas  Parcel^ 
which  helped  to  make  Christmas  a happier  time  for  many  people  living 
alone. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  HANDICAPPED 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  374  persons  registered  as  handi- 
capped and  782  home  visits  were  made. 

Adaptations  were  carried  out  at  the  homes  of  26  persons,,  four  of 
which  were  in  connection  with  supplying  a Ministry  of  Health  vehicle. 

The  Huyton  Disabled  Persons  Club  continues  to  flourish  and  a 
number  of  outings  to  North  Wales^  Lytham  St.  Annes  and  Carnforth 
were  arranged  during  the  year.  They  also  held  a Christmas  Party  and  a 
hot  pot  supper. 

The  close  liaison  with  the  local  hospitals  continues,,  and  many  of  our 
patients  are  under  Hospital  Supervision.  Home  adaptations  and  the 
provision  of  aids  are  provided  where  necessary,,  and  I wish  to  thank  the 
Huyton  Architect  and  his  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  help  during  the 
year  in  carrying  out  this  specialised  work. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  also  to  the  Voluntary  Organisations 
who  have  again  given  their  generous  assistance  throughout  the  year. 
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Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  for  the  District  is  obtained  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool,  and  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Water  is 
supplied  from  the  public  mains  as  follows

Twelve  houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested  and  16  flea  infested 
and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  department.  Seven  houses  were 
treated  for  cockroach  infestation.  All  vermin  infested  premises  which 
includes  bugs,  cockroaches  etc.,  are  sprayed  with  approved  liquid  insec- 
ticides or  insecticidal  smoke  generators.

Clean  Air  Acts  1956-1968. 

No  8 Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  during  the 
year  and  will  come  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1972.  By  then  some 
8,500  houses  (approximately  half  the  total)  will  be  covered  by  Smoke 
Control  Orders,  but  at  the  present  rate  of  progress  it  will  be  several  years 
before  the  whole  District  is  subject  to  Smoke  Control. 

Compliance  with  existing  Orders  is  generally  good  but  towards  the 
close  of  the  year  many  contraventions  were  found  in  the  No.  6 Area 
(East  side  St.  John's)  and  warnings  were  given  in  65  cases.  One  warning 
was  given  to  a Coal  Merchant  for  delivering  coal  in  this  Area. 

Two  written  notices  were  given  in  the  case  of  emissions  of  dark 
smoke  from  industrial  premises  contravening  Section  1 of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1968.

Ice  Cream 

There  are  80  premises  within  the  District,  registered  under  Section 
16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  from  which  Ice  Cream  is  sold. 
Premises  are  frequently  inspected,  and  all  operations  regularly  scrutinised. 
Conditions  are  satisfactory  on  all  these  premises. 

There  are  7 vendors  of  Ice  Cream  registered  under  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951.

Canteens 

The  various  works  and  schools  canteens  are  also  regularly  inspected, 
and  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Hawkers 

Food  Hawkers  are  required  to  be  registered  under  The  Lancashire 
County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951,  Section  14. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  43  persons  were  registered  under  this  section. 

Food  Inspection 

The  arrival  of  containers  of  food  direct  from  Ports  of  Entry  to  the 
food  factories  and  wholesale  warehouses  in  the  District  still  continues 
and  is  increasing  in  volume.  The  contents  are  not  examined  at  the  Ports 
and  inspection  has  to  be  carried  out  at  the  premises  in  Huyton. 

Unsound  Food 

The  following  articles  of  food  were,  on  inspection  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  were  voluntarily  surrendered.

The  large  quantity  of  food  condemned  is  accounted  for  at  the  whole- 
sale food  warehouses  and  in  retail  premises  throughout  the  District.  In 
the  latter  case,  refrigerator  plant  failures  are  the  main  cause  for  deterio- 
ration of  food. 
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Complaints  of  Unsound  Food 

During  the  year  there  were  63  complaints  of  unsound  food.  These 
were  all  investigated  and  the  manufacturer  or  suppliers  contacted. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 — Food  Samples 

During  the  year  148  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken,  and 
submitted  for  analysis,,  96  were  milk  samples.,  and  52  other  foods.  All 
were  reported  as  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  9 samples. 

The  vendors  of  the  nine  unsatisfactory  samples  were  sent  a letter  of 
warning  on  the  instructions  of  the  County  Analyst.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  treatment  of  rat  infestation  is  by  the  use  of  a blood  anti  coagulant 
and  in  places  is  safe  to  use  an  acute  acting  poison.  Special  efforts  are  also 
made  to  make  houses  rat  proof  by  serving  notice  on  the  owners  of  property 
affected. 

Although  the  number  of  complaints  is  less  than  last  year  the  problem 
is  still  a matter  for  concern.  The  department  is  doing  everything  possible 
to  keep  it  under  control  but  are  still  hampered,  by  indiscriminate  dumping 
and  accumulations  of  refuse  in  gardens  and  on  waste  land.
